Its Hard for 
Americans to 
Understand

El Dorado, May 10 —(Special) 
-The 
Rome-Venice train 
was 


overflowing with passengers. Sec- 
ond and third-class coaches were 
jammed two hours ahead of 
de- 
parture, time. First-class coaches, 
on which fares cost the most, were 
filled an hour ahead. 


My wife and youngster and my- 


self had arranged to arrive in time 
to get place's in an eight-seat com- 
partment on a first-class 
coach. 


We noticed, as the 
train 
pulled 


out, 
that the compartment next to 


ours was occupied by only 
three 
gentlemen. Five 
seats remained 
empty while passengers, including 
women and children, stood and sat 
in the aisles outside. 


T 
asked 
an 
English-speaking 
Italian next 
to me 
why it was 


that 
the 
seats 
the 
adjoining 
compartment were unused, when 
so many people were ridinf in the 
aisles. 


"Oh. don't you see the little sign 
there?" he inquired. "It says that 
the compartment is reserved 
for 
honored senators and their depu- 
ties. No one else would dare use 
those seats." 


Throughout the all-day journey 


to Venice, pcoole continued to ride 
in the aisles. Nobody took the five 
varant seats. 


Here was an incident illustrating 
a characteristic of European 
be- 


havior that is difficult, if not im- 
Dossible. for the American to un- 
derstand. No office holder in our. 
country dares to exclude 
fare- 


paying citizens from seats in 
a 


public coach. And

In national elections a 
year ago this spring, the Popular 
Front party— or Communist—won 
roughly 30 percent of the 
votes. 
By what may have been a modern

racle, 
the 
Christian 
Democrats took about 48 percent 
of the votes. Half a dozen or more 
other parties got the rest. 


Italy is predominantly an agri- 
cultural nation, her crops ranging 
from wheat and sugar beets 
to 


olives 
and 
grapes. Industrially, 
textile manufacture is most 
im- 
portant. Automobiles and 
heavy 
machinery are among her 
chief 


industrial production. Incidentally, 
Americans in Europe who drove 
the little Italian autos liked them 
quite well. 


Whatever may be said of Italy, 


in praise 
or 
cirticism, the fact 
should be remembered that Mus- 
solini had the country in the trip 
of dictatorship for over 10 years 
before Hitler got control of Ger- 
many. From what I could see and 
learn, the Italians will be a long 
time recovering from the effects 
of their recent history.

race, although some of them are 
merely famous and not necessarily 
admirable.
